The publisher shall agree to 
publish enough copies to supply the demand and keep a 
reasonable number on hand at all times.

And it shall be the duty of every 
original contractor, within four months, and every sub- 
contractor, and every journeyman and day laborer, and 
every other person seeking to obtain the benefits of the 
Must file in provisions of this chapter, within ninety days after the 
ninety days indebtedness shall have accrued, to file in the office of 
the register of deeds of the proper county, a just and 
true account of the demand due him, her or them, after 
all just credits shall have been given, which is to be 
a lien upon such building, or improvements, and a true 
description of all the property, or so near as to identify 
the same, upon which said lien is intended to apply, 
with the name of the owner or owners, contractor or 
contractors, or both, if known to the person filing the 
lien, which in all cases shall be verified by the oath of 
the person filing the lien, or by some reliable person for 
him: Prorided, That the original contractor shall not 
file a lien prior to the expiration of sixty days after the 
completion of his contract, and no provision contained 
in any contract made between the owner and the orig- 
inal contractor shall be construed to in any way effect 
or restricc the right of any sub-contractor, journeyman 
or day laborer, to file his lien in the manner provided 
in this section."

DONATION OP LAND FOR MAINTENANCE OF STATE 

LIBRARY. 

An Act donating certain lands for the maintenance and support of the 
State law library.

There is hereby appropriated and set Fifteen thou- 
aside for the maintenance and support of the state law JJJJJ QCTW aet 
library fifteen thousand acres of land, not otherwise ap- 
propriated out of the two hundred and sixty thousand 
acres of land granted to the State of Wyoming for state, 
charitable, educational, penal and reformatory institu- 
tions, under the provisions of section eleven of an act of 
Congress, entitled, "An act to provide for the admission 
of the State of Wyoming into the Union, and for other 
purposes," approved July 10, 181)0, the selection, loca- 
tion, care, leasing and control of the lands herein set 
aside shall be made as has heretofore or may hereafter 
be provided by the Legislature of Wyoming for the 
selection, care, leasing and control of the public lands 
of the State of Wyoming. 

Sec. 2. All lands granted, or that may hereafter Proceed* of 
be granted by the United States, or by the State of Wyo- li'^pS^SS 
. ming, or by the Constitution of the state, set apart for ,und 
maintenance and support of a state law library, and all 
proceeds from the sales thereof are hereby pledged as a 
perpetual fund for the use and benefit of said state law 
library, as herein provided. All moneys that may accrue 
from the interest received on all moneys derived from 
the sale of lands, as hereinbefore, or that may hereafter 
be appropriated for said state law library, including all 
money that may be received from the renting of said 
lands, and all moneys that may be hereafter appropria- 
ted for said state law library by the State of Wyoming, 
including all money raised in any other manner or do- 
nated to said state law library, shall be deposited with 
the state treasurer, to be by him kept in a separate fund, 
which shall be known as the state law library land in- 
come fund, to be used exclusively for said state law 
library, as herein provided. 

Sec. 3. The unexpended balance; of such sum or 
sums of money as are received and appropriated by sec-

MUNICIPAL EXPENSES IN CITIES OF SECOND CLASS. 

An Act to reduce the expenses of municipal government in cities of the 
second class, as herein defined. 

Section 1. For the purposes of this act, all incor- 
porated cities in this state, whether incorporated under 
a general law or special act, having a population of five 
oiidchiHH 1 ^ thousand or more and less than eight thousand, accord- 
ing to the census taken last preceding, under the author- 
ity of the United States of America, or of this state, shall 
be cities of the second class. The said cities of the sec- 
ond class as defined by this act shall be hereinafter re- 
ferred to and designated as "said cities" or "said city." 

salaries of Sec. 2. The salaries of the regular and principal 
officers officers of said cities, hereafter elected or appointed, are 

hereby fixed, and defined at the following rates and 
sums per annum : The mayor shall receive two hundred 
dollars; each councilman shall receive fifty dollars, ex- 
cept such councilmen as shall heretofore have been 
elected for a term extending beyond the first city elec- 
tion occurring next after the taking effect of this act, 
who shall receive and be entitled to, during their re- 
spective terms, the salaries heretofore allowed to them 
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by law or the ordinances of said cities ; the city clerk 
shall receive three hundred and fifty dollars for all ser- 
vices as city clerk and city assessor; the city treasurer, 
who shall be collector of the city taxes, shall receive 
two hundred and fifty dollars for all services as city

INSPECTION OF COAL OIL AND APPOINTMENT OP IN- 
SPECTORS. 

An Act for the employment of oil inspectors in the several counties 
of the State, prescribing their duties and fixing their compensation 
and the manner in which such compensation shall be paid. 

Section 1. The board of county commissioners of

Section 1. That section two of an act entitled "An section 
act regulating the admission and conduct of life and amen 
casualty insurance companies doing business in the 
Territory of Wyoming on the assessment plan," ap- 
proved February 2S, isss, be and is hereby amended and 
re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

"Section Two. Such corporations, associations or fees 
societies, except fraternal societies carrying insurance, 
shall pay to the insurance commissioner the following 
fees, to- wit: For the examination and filing of the first 
annual statement the sum of fifty dollars ($50.00); for 
each subsequent annual statement filed, the sum of 
twenty-five dollars (8-25.00), and for each certificate of 
authority issued to agents, the sum of one dollar (81.00). 
And in the event of its failure to make and file such 
statement within sixtv davs after Januarv first each 
year, the insurance commissioner shall revoke its license 
and thereafter, or until such statement is made, it shall 
be deemed to be doing business unlawfully in this state. 
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When the insurance commissioner shall have reason to 
doubt the solvency of any foreign corporation, associa- 
tion or society acting under the provisions of this act, 
and when he is not fully satisfied with the certificate of 
the president and secretary, or like officers, he may pro- 
ceed to make an examination of such corporation, as 
provided by the insurance laws of this state, and should 
he find that it has made fraudulent or untrue statements, 
or that it is conducting its business in an irregular or 
illegal manner, or if he be of the opinion that any such 
corporation in this state is conducting its business fraud- 
ulently, or is not in good faith carrying out its contracts 
with its members in this state, he shall report the same 
to the attorney general, who shall thereupon commence 
proceedings by writ of quo warranto against such cor- 
poration or association, requiring it to show cause why 
its license to do business in this state should not be re- 
voked.

ing unpaid, and he may adjourn the sale from day to Adjournment 
day until all the lands, lots or blocks have been offered ;

if any real estate remains unsold for the want of bidders 
therefor, the county treasurer is authorized and re- 
quired to sell the same at private sale at his office, to Papt un80 i d 
any person who will pay the amount of the taxes, pen- »t private sale 
alty, interest and costs thereon, and to make such per- 
son such certificate as shall be required by law to be (JertiflC ate 
made and delivered in the case of the sale of any such 
lands at public sale, with the additional statement in- 
serted therein that such lands have been offered at pub- 
lic sale for taxes, but not sold for want of bidders, and 
sold for taxes at private sale ; and the treasurer is fur- 
ther authorized and required to sell as aforesaid, all real 
estate in his county on which taxes remain unpaid and 
delinquent for the previous year or years.

taxes, fifty cents; for certificate of redemption, fifty 
cents; and for deed for land sold for taxes, two dollars;

same, and providing penalties for the violation of this act, and for 
the repeal of Chapter one hundred and twenty -five of the Session | 

Laws of the State of Wyoming for eighteen hundred and ninety- 
five, entitled "An Act for the appointment of sheep inspectors, and 
prescribing their duties and fixing their compensation, and the man- 
ner of the payment of the same, and providing penalties for the 
violation of this act, and for the repeal of Chapter thirty-one of the 
Session Laws of the State of Wyoming for eighteen hundred and 
ninety and eighteen hundred and ninety -one," approved March 
2nd, 1895, and repealing all acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Method ot Section 1. There shall be appointed by the county 
amf ter^oTof- commissioners of each county in Wyoming, up6n the 
floe petition of a majority of the citizen sheep owners of 

such county, tax payers therein, a capable and discreet 
person and practical sheep grower, as sheep inspector 
for such county, to hold his office during the pleasure of 
the board of county commissioners, or until his successor 
shall be appointed, and who shall perform such duties as 
are hereinafter provided. Such sheep inspector shall be 
removed upon the petition of a majority of the citizen 
sheep owners paying taxes in said county, presented to 
the board of county commissioners, and it shall be the 
duty of such county commissioners of any county where- 
in such petitioners pay taxes, upon the presentation of 
such petition, to remove such sheep inspector and ap- 
point the person named in such petition. 
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Sec. 2. Such sheep inspector shall be a resident of Q lia ii flca tiou 
the county for which he shall be appointed. He shall, and bond 
before entering upon the duties of his office, take the 
oath prescribed by the constitution for other officers, and 
shall give a bond to the county wherein he is appointed, 
in the sum of two thousand dollars, with good and suffi- 
cient sureties, conditioned that he will faithfully per- 
form the duties of his office. Such bond shall be ap- 
proved by the board of county commissioners, and the 
chairman of such board shall endorse upon every bond 
approved by such board, as follows : 

"We are acquainted with the sureties herein, and 
believe them each to be worth the amount of the penal 
sum of the within bond, over and above all their just 
debts and liabilities." 

Sec. 3. Such bond, with the oath endorsed thereon Disposition 
shall be recorded and filed in the office of the board of ° bon 
county commissioners of the county in which the in- 
spector shall reside ; and such bond may be sued upon 
by any person injured by the unfaithful performance of 
duty by such inspector or any of his deputies ; provided, 
that no suit shall be instituted after twelve months have 
elapsed from the time the cause of such action accrued. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of such sheep inspector Affidavits ot 
to deliver to each sheep owner, grazing sheep in his Bheep owners 
county, personally or by registered mail, between thfe 
fifteenth day of May and the fifteenth day of June of 
each year, blank affidavits. Such blank affidavits shall 
contain proper blank spaces in which to state the name 
of the owner, the paint marks or other marks of identifi- 
cation on each such flock of sheep, the locality where each 
such flock of sheep is being held for grazing, and wheth- 
er any sheep in such flock are infected with scab or any 
other Infectious or contagious disease at the time of 
making such affidavit ; and such sheep inspector or any 
of his deputies are hereby authorized to administer the 
oath to such affidavit, or any other affidavit required by 
this act. 

Sec. 5. On or before July first then next ensuing, Dateofniing 
such owner or his agent shall fill out said affidavit and 
swear to same before some officer authorized to admin- 
ister oaths in said county, and shall file such affidavit 
with such sheep inspector. 

Sec. 6. Any sheep owner who shall omit, neglect penalty for 
or refuse to file the affidavit mentioned in section four n «* lect 
of this act, either in person or by registered mail, with 
the sheep inspector of the proper county, on or before 
July first in each year, shall forfeit ten dollars for each 
day such failure, omission, neglect or refusal shall con- 
tinue after July first of that year. Such penalty to be 
sued for and recovered in any court in such county, and 
when collected the same shall be paid to the treasurer of 
the county. Any failure to receive the blank shall not 
be an answer or defense to any suit,

Perjury ^ec. 7 - ^ an y P erson shall wilfully swear falsely 

to any affidavit required by this act, he shall be guilty 
of perjury, and upon conviction thereof, he shall be 
punished in the manner now provided by law for the 
punishment of persons convicted of perjury. 

Sec. 8. Upon receipt of such affidavit, such sheep 
record Lffld^ inspector shall cause to be recorded in a book to be kept 
vits-Fe© by him for that purpose, the information contained in 
such affidavit, which book shall at all times be opened 
to the inspection of all citizens of this state.

Upon such re- 
quest being received by such inspector he shall forth- 
with proceed to inspect the sheep mentioned in such re- 
quest. If he shall find them free from scab or other in- 
fectious or contagious disease, the expense of such in- 
spection shall be paid by the party making such request. 
It he shall find upon such inspection that any of such 
sheep are infected with scab or any other infectious or 
contagious disease, the expense of inspection shall be 
•paid by the owner of such sheep, and such inspector 
shall take the steps in relation to said sheep provided by 
Section ten of this act. 

Sec. 10. Whenever upon examination by such 
notify^wner to sheep inspector, any flock of sheep kept or herded in the 
State of Wyoming shall be found infected with scab or 
any other infectious or contagious disease, or when by 
affidavit as herein required any sheep kept or herded 
within the State of Wyoming shall be reported as in- 
fected with scab or any other infectious or contagious 
disease, such inspector shall forthwith notify the owner 
or person in charge of such sheep, in writing, to treat 
said sheep for said disease, as soon as possible and not 
later than fifteen days from the date of such notice, and 
within a period of not less than ten days nor more than 
Dipping fifteen days immediately succeeding said first dipping, 
to again dip such sheep, and also to keep said sheep 
from contact with other sheep by such means as he may

grounds tined within certain limits, to be by him fixed and spec- 

ified, and that such other sheep owners shall not enter 
upon such quarantine ground with their flocks of sheep un- 
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til further notice ; and should any flock of sheep free from 
scab or other infectious or contagious disease enter or in- 
trude upon any ground embraced within the limits set 
apart for such quarantine, then such sheep shall be sub- 
ject to the same regulations and treatment as sheep infec- 
ted with scab or other infectious or contagious disease. 
Such inspector shall examine and inspect such sheep 
within a period of from fifteen to twenty days from the 
time of such last dipping, and if he shall find that such 
sheep have not been treated for said disease, or that the 
same have not been kept within the quarantine limits by 
such inspector prescribed, then the owner or owners or 
person or persons controlling said sheep shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. In case such sheep have not been 
treated for said disease the inspector shall inune-take^o sm* 
diately take possession of said sheep and treat 8ion ' w ° en 
them for said disease, and all expense for so 
doing, including the expenses and per diem of 
such inspector, as hereinafter provided, for every 
day or part of a day in which the inspector may be 
engaged in treating such sheep, shall become and be 
a hen upon the said sheep until the same is paid, and if 
the same be not paid within ten days after such treat- 
ment has been completed, he shall collect the same, to- 
gether with the costs and expenses of collection, by ad- 
vertising and selling said sheep, or so many thereof as 
may be necessary, in the manner provided by law for 
the sale of personal property on execution. If upon ex- 
amination within a period of from fifteen to twenty days 
from the time of the last dipping the inspector finds said 
sheep are still infected, he shall at once take possession 
of said sheep and treat them as hereinbefore specified. 
Provided, however, that no person, company or corpora- 
tion shall be required to dip a flock of ewes, or any part 
of them in whicji there are ewes with lambs, at any time 
from the fifteenth day of April until the first day of July 
in any year; nor shall any owner or owners of sheep be Exception 
required to dip any of their sheep between the first day 
of November and the fifteenth day of April of any year ; 
but all such sheep infected with scab must be 
held in quarantine and kept separate from sound sheep. 
It shall also be the duty of such inspector to require the 
owner or owners of such sheep, while held in quaran- 
tine, during the above periods of exemption, to spot and 
hand-dress all sheep in the flocks that show scab or any 
infectious or contagious disease, with some reliable med- 
icine; and the inspector shall have power to enforce 
spotting or hand-dressing during the periods of exemp- 
tion above referred to, the same as he has power to en- 
force dipping at any other period of the year. 

Sec. 11. Whenever the governor of the state shall 
have good reason to believe that any disease covered by 
this act has become epidemic in certain localities in any 
other state or territory, or that conditions exist that ren- 
der sheep liable to convey disease, he shall thereupon by 
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Proclama . proclamation schedule such localities and prohibit the 
tion by govern- importation from them of any sheep into this state, ex- 
or cept under such restrictions as he may deem proper, or 

as may be provided by this act. Any person, company 
or corporation who after publication of such proclama-

It shall be the duty of 
every inspector at the request of any person, company 
or corporation or association desiring or intending to 
bring said sheep into this state, from any other state or 
territory, upon being tendered the amount of his fees

An Act to increase the State library bv adding a miscellaneous collection 
of books, and making a donation of land for that purpose. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming; 

Section. 1. The state librarian is hereby directed 
character ofto receive and keep in the state library room at the 
books Capitol all standard miscellaneous books and charts that 

may be purchased under the provisions of this act, sub- 
ject to the same rules as to the use thereof as are other 
books in said state library, which books are to be kept 
together, and known as the miscellaneous state library, 
as distinguished from the law library. # 

Sec. 2. To convey into effect section one of this 
Appro ria- ac ^' there * s hereby appropriated and set aside for a mis- 
tion p *" cellaneous state library, fifteen thousand acres of land 
granted to the State of Wyoming for state charitable, 
educational, penal and reformatory institutions, under 
the provisions of section eleven, of an act of congress 
entitled, "An act to provide for the admission of the 
State of Wyoming into the Union, and for other purpo- 
ses." Approved July 10, 1890. The selection, location, 
care, leasing and control of the lands herein set aside 
shall be made as has heretofore or may hereafter be 
provided by the legislature of Wyoming for the selec- 
tion, care, leasing and control of the public lands of the 
State of Wyoming. 

Sec. 3. All lands granted, or that may hereafter 

be granted by the United States or by the State of Wyo- 

fund rpetual ming, or by the Constitution of the state, set apart for 

the maintenance and support of a miscellaneous state 

library, and all the proceeds from the sales thereof are 
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hereby pledged as a perpetual fund for the use and ben- 
efit of said miscellaneous state library as herein pro- 
vided, all moneys that may arise from the interest re- 
ceived on all moneys derived from the sale of lands as 
hereinbefore, or that may hereafter be appropriated for 
said miscellaneous state library, including all money 
that may be received from the renting of said lands, and 
all moneys that may be hereafter appropriated for said 
miscellaneous state library by the State of Wyoming, 
including all money raised in any other manner or do- 
nated to said miscellaneous state library, shall be de- 
posited with the state treasurer, to be by him kept in a 
separate fund, which shall be known as the "Miscella- 
neous State Library Land Income Fund/' to be used ex- 
clusively for said miscellaneous state library, as herein 
provided. 

Sec. 4. The unexpended balance of such sum or 
sums of money as are received and appropriated by sec- unexpended 
tion three of this act known as the miscellaneous state balance 
library land income, remaining in the treasury at the 
close of each fiscal year, shall be continued to, and is 
hereby annually appropriated for the same fund for the 
ensuing year and made available for the maintenance 
and support of the said miscellaneous state library.

TAXATION OF LIVE STOCK. 

An Act prescribing the method of assessment, collection and division of 
taxes received from any live stock brought into the State, or moved 
from one county to another for grazing purposes, and fixing the 
penalty and forfeiture for violation thereunder, and repealing Chap- 
ter seventy-eight of the laws of 1888, and Chapter 61 of the laws of 

1895. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislative of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. All live stock brought into this state by 
any person or persons whomsoever, for the purpose of into the state 
being grazed for any length of time whatsoever, shall 
be taxed for the year in which such live stock shall be 
brought into the state. 



When brought 
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Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of every person bring- 
certificate of ing live stock into any county in this state, for grazing 
number purposes as hereinbefore provided, to set out in a certi- 

ficate under the hand of such person, or his agent, the 
number of live stock, with the brands, if any, upon the 
same, and file the said certificate with the county clerk 
of the county in which said live stock shall be first 
brought for the above purpose. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the county clerk, 
certificate to upon such certificate being filed as aforesaid, to keep an

on each and every head of cattle, and ten cents on each 
and every head of sheep, or other live stock, brought 
into such county for the purpose of grazing as aforesaid ;

Sec. 5. Any person named in section 2 of this act, 
or his agent, who shall bring any live stock into this 
state for grazing purposes, and shall keep and herd the 
same in any county of the state without first filing said 
certificate, and without paying the amount of money 
per head, as hereinbefore provided, or giving the bond 
named in section 4 of this act, shall be fined in a sum of 
not less than ten dollers nor more (than) one hundred 
dollars and shall further forfeit and pay the sum of 
fifty cents for each and every head thereof, for the use 
of said county, which said forfeit shall be collected by 
a civil action in the name of the county in which the 
said live stock are, or were, so kept and herded. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the county commis- 
sioners of the county in which such live stock shall be 
kept and herded without having first complied with the 
provisions of this act, upon receiving satisfactory in- 
formation of such fact, to institute such civil action in civil action 
the name of the county, against the person so keeping 
or herding such live stock, or his agent. If the owner 
of such live stock be not known to such commissioners, 
it shall be lawful to make the agent of such person, or 
any person having the care and custody of such live 
stock the defendant in such action, and service of the 
summons upon such agent, or person having the care 
and custody of such live stock, the defendant in such 
action, and service of the summons upon such agent, or 
person having the care and custody of such live stock, 
shall be considered and held to be personal service upon 
the owner thereof. 

Sec. 7. If any person having the care or custody 
of such live stock shall, pending an action instituted as^Jj™ 1 pro " 
provided in the last section, drive or move said live 
stock out of the county with intent to move the same 
out of the state, or with intent to evade the payment of 
the forfeiture hereinbefore natned, upon affidavit to that 
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effect being made and filed in, and action being brought 
to recover said forfeiture or tax herein provided, writs 
of attachment may issue as in civil actions and the pro- 
ceedings therein shall be as in other cases, except that 
no undertaking on attachment shall be required ; and 
in addition thereto, any person so driving or moving 
such live stock shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than ten dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, and 
by imprisonment in the county jail for not exceeding six 
months, for each and every offense. 

Sec. 8. Whenever the owner of any live stock, or 
his agent, whether such live stock have been brought 
from some other state or territory into the State of Wyo- 
ming, or whether it is live stock which have been here- 
tofore kept and herded in this state, shall desire to drive 
or remove said live stock out of the county in which the 
same are being kept and herded according to the pro- 
visions of this act, and shall desire to drive or remove 
such live stock into another county in this state for 
certified co grazing purposes, he shall not be required to pay any 
of certilcate Py additional taxes upon such live stock to said county into 
which they are removed: Provided, that such owner, or 
his agent, shall obtain a certified copy of the certificate 
aforesaid, together with a statement from the county 
treasurer of the county from which they are to be re- 
moved, setting forth the fact that the tax for the year 
in which the removal takes place has been paid, or se- 
cured in the manner provided in section 4 of this act, 
together with a statement of the time at which the said

removed. 

Sec. 9. On the fifteenth day of January of each 
year from and after the passage of this act, it shall be 
the duty of the county commissioners of each comity 
wherein such certificates and statements have been filed., 
showing that live stock upon which the taxes have been 
paid in any county, have ranged for a portion of the 
settlement year in another county, to file a statement with the 
ies tween COUQt " county commissioners of the county wherein the taxes 
for the entire year have been paid, claiming from such 
county such proportion of the taxes, as the number of 
months during which such live stock ranged in said 
county, will bear to the whole number of months of the 
year; which said account shall be paid by the county 
receiving the entire tax to the county or counties entitled 
to a division thereof, as above set forth, with the ex- 
ception that no portion of the tax collected for state, 
special school or municipal purposes shall be considered 
in this connection. 

Sec. 10. Any person, or his agent, bringing live 
stock from one county in this state into another, without 
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filing the statement and certificate as provided by sec- Penalty 
tion 8 of this act, within thirty days after he has crossed 
the county line, shall be subject to a fine of not less than 
ten dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, or im- 
prisonment in the county jail not to exceed six months, 
and in addition thereto, said live stock shall not be ex- 
empt from taxation in the county from which they are 
taken. 

Sec. 11. In addition to the other duties prescribed Duty of as- 
by law, the assessor of each county is hereby required se88or 
to present to the board of equalization of each county, a 
statement setting forth such live stock and all other 
property which has not been assessed, or which has 
been assessed for less than its correct value, by reason 
of erroneous reports, and it shall be the duty of the said 
board of equalization to immediately, while sitting 
as such board, investigate, and in the event that the 
person owning such property has been assessed for a 
smaller amount of property, or a less valuation than 
should properly have been given, to correct such assess- 
ment in the manner provided for the correction of assess- 
ment by the board of equalization. 

Sec. 12. Any county officer or member of the board 
of the county commissioners or board of equalization, Peimlty 
who shall fail to perform the duties prescribed in this 
act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars, nor 
more than five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 13. Chapter 78 of the Session Laws of 1888 of Bepeai 
the State of Wyoming, and chapter 61 of the Session 
Laws of 1895 of the State of Wyoming, are hereby re- 
pealed.

MINERS' LABOR LIEN. 

An Act to amend and re-enact Section fourteen hundred and eighty-six 
of the Revised Statutes of Wyoming, relating to issessment work 
on mining claims.

found in possession of any partridge, pheasant, prairie 
hen, prairie chicken or grouse or sage chicken at any 
other time than between the dates above mentioned, or 
any other of the fowls or birds mentioned in this sec- 
tion at any time, it shall be prima facie evidence that the 
same was killed, netted, ensnared or trapped by such 
person in violation of the provisions of this act.

USE OP TIMBER PROM STATE LANDS. 

An Act designating certain purposes for which limber mav bt* cut from 
lands owned b_v the State, or under Slate control. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That settlers on the public lands, min- 
ers, farmers and other bona fide residents in this state, 
who have not a sufficient supply of timber on their 
own claims for fire wood, fencing or building purposes, 
or for other necessary use in the development of the 
mineral, agricultural and other natural resources of the 
lands owned or occupied by them, shall be permitted to 
cut timber from the lands owned bv this state, or under 
the control of the state, strictly for the purposes enum- 
erated in this act; that is, for fire wood, fencing and 
building purposes, or other necessary purposes in the 
use, improvement or development of the lands owned or 
occupied by them, but not for sale, or to be otherwise 
disposed of to other persons or for use on other lands 
than their own, or those occupied by them. 

Sec. 2. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with Repeal 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

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CHAPTER 78. 



DOMESTIC BUILDING AND LOAN ASSOOIATION& 

An Act concerning the formation, regulation and conduct, of domestic 
building and loan associations. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Any number of persons not less than 
seven, may associate themselves together for the pur- 
pose of forming a corporation to accumulate the savings 
organization f j^ g members and loan the same at stated times, by 
complying with the general laws of this state relating 
to the creation and regulation of corporations, and shall 
thereupon become a body politic and corporate, and shall 
be invested with all the powers granted by this act, and 
all other laws of this state relating to corporations gen- 
erally, and shall be subject to all the liabilities and re- 
strictions imposed upon such corporations, except as 
herein otherwise provided. 

Capital Stock- -Certificates of Stock— Series— "Withdrawals. 

Sec. 2. The capital stock named in the articles of 
incorporation of any such association, shall be deemed 
to refer to the authorized capital thereof. At least five 
per cent, of the authorized capital shall be subscribed 
before any such association shall commence to do busi- 
capitai stock ness. The par value of each share shall not exceed two 
hundred dollars and unless otherwise provided in the 
' by-laws, shall be paid in by the stockholders in regular, 
equal, periodical payments, at such times and in such 
amounts as shall be specified in the by-laws. Such pay- 
ments shall be called dues, and at or before a time to be 
stated in the by-laws, each stockholder shall pay to the 
treasurer of the association, upon each share of stock 
held by him, a certain amount of dues to be specified in 
the by-laws, and shall thereafter continue to pay such 
clues at such stated times until the stock upon which 
such payments are made shall mature, or is withdrawn, 
cancelled or forfeited. Each stock holder shall be en- 
titled to a certificate of stock for the number of shares 
subscribed by him at any time after he has paid his first 
BtSk^ub fe e ct installment of dues thereon. Unpledged stock shall be 
to Hen for dues subject to a lien for the payment of delinquent dues, 
g e n 8 dotherchsir " fines and other charges incurred thereon under the pro- 
visions of the by-laws, and the by-laws may provide for 
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the manner of enforcing such lien, and also the manner 
of enforcing a lien on stock pledged to the association 
as security for a loan. Such stock may be issued in 
series at such times and in such amounts as the trustees 
may by resolution or otherwise determine. If the by- 
laws so provide, but not otherwise, prepaid and paid up 
stock may be issued, upon which a gross sum shall be 
paid in advance in cash and cash dividends may be 
paid on such stock out of any earnings, as the by-laws 
may provide, but such dividends shall in no case exceed 
the per cent, of profits earned. At any time after a 
series of stock is three years old, any holder of un- 
pledged stock in any such series shall have the right to 
withdraw from such association by giving the trustees 
thirty days notice in writing of his intention so to do, 
and he shall thereupon be entitled to receive from the 
association the full amount paid in by him, and such 
interest thereon, or such proportion of the profits, as the 
by-laws shall provide, less all fines and other charges: 
at no time, however, shall more than one-half of the 
funds in the treasury of the association be applicable to the 
demands of withdrawing members without the consent 
of the board of trustees. Xo stockholder shall be en- 
titled to withdraw whose stock is pledged as security, when *t<>ok- 
In case of the death of any member holding unpledged S^drnw ,ll,ot 
stock, his legal representatives shall be entitled to re- 
ceive the full amount paid in by such member, less all 
fines and other charges thereon, together with interest 
on the balance at the rate of six per cent, per annum for 
the average time that the money has been paid to the 
association. No fines shall be charged to any deceased 
member's account unless the legal representatives of 
such decedent assume the future payments on the stock. 
New shares of stock may be issued in lieu of shares with- 
drawn as aforesaid. The trustees may, in their discre- 
tion, and pursuant to the by-laws, retire the unpledged Trustee/ r ° f 
shares of any series, and enforce their withdrawal at 
any time after three years from the date of issue. The 
members whose shares are to be retired, shall be deter- 
mined by lot, under such regulations as the trustees may 
prescribe. The withdrawal value of "shares so retired, 
shall be the amount of dues paid thereon, together with 
the profits apportioned to such shares according to the 
last apportionment of profits, less all fines and other 
charges, and a proportionate part of any unadjusted 
loss.

In case 
the borrower shall neglect to offer security before the 
next stated meeting, or shall offer security that is not 
approved by the trustees, he shall be charged with one 
month's interest, the same as if he had obtained his loan, 

dera* to bId together with any expenses incurred, and the loss in 
premium, if any, on re-sale, and the money shall be re- 
sold at the next stated meeting. If there be no bidders,

No 
bonds or other personal property shall be accepted as 
security for loans made to members or others without 
the unanimous consent of the trustees, provided that the 
stock of any such association may be accepted at all 
times as ample security to the extent of the withdrawal 
value thereof. In case of the non-payment of any in- 
stallment of dues, interest, premiums, fines, insurance, 
taxes or other sum due from the borrower to the associ- 
ation for the space of six months, the whole sum loaned, 
together with the unpaid premium bid thereon, if any, 
and all interest, fines, insurance, taxes and dues on stock 
pledged for such loan, shall be due and payable forth- 
with and may be collected at once, and any stock pledged 
or any mortgage or deed of trust given to secure the pay- 
ment thereof, may be enforced according to the terms of 
the contract. 
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Repayment of Loan. 

Sec. 5. Any borrowing member who is not in ar- 
rears shall be entitled to the immediate release of his 
deed of trust or other securities given to the association 
to secure a loan, when he shall deposit with the treasu- 
rer the full amount of the loan secured thereby, less the 
unearned premium for the unexpired term of the series 
in which such loan was made, provided such premium 
was paid in advance, and thereupon his stock shall be 
returned to him and shall be subject to withdrawal the 
same as other unpledged stock. 

Release of Deed of Trust. 

Sec. 6. Any deed of trust given to any such asso- 
ciation to secure any indebtedness thereto, may be re- 
leased by the trustee named therein or by his successor 
in trust, at any time after the payment of such indebted- 
ness, by an entry on the margin of the page or pages 
upon which such deed of trust is or may be recorded, 
duly signed by such trustee or his successor in trust, and 
witnessed by the county clerk or his deputy.

Payment of Matured Stock. 



When the stock in any series shall have 
reached its maturity, the payment of dues thereon shall 
cease, and all of the stockholders in such series who 
have obtained loans from the association shall be entitled 
to have their securities returned, and the mortgage or 
deed of trust given by them to secure such loan shall be 
released, cancelled and discharged, and the holders of 
unpledged stock in such series shall be paid out of the 
funds of the association the matured value thereof, to- 
gether with such a rate of interest thereon as shall be 
determined upon by the trustees from the time such 
shares shall have matured until paid; but at no time 
shall more than one-half of the receipts of the associa- 
tion be applicable to the payment of matured shares 
without the consent of the trustees. The order of pay- 
ment of matured shares shall be provided for in the by- 
laws, and if not so provided shall be determined by lot. 

Membership. 

Sec. 9. All persons, companies, and corporations 
holding stock in any such corporation, shall be consid- 
ered members thereof until such stock is duly trans- 
ferred upon the books of the association or is cancelled, 
forfeited or withdrawn, and shall be subject to all the 
laws, rules and regulations thereof. Minors may be- 
come stockholders in any such association the same as 
adults, and such minor stockholders shall be subject to 
the same duties and liabilities as respects their stock, as 
adult members. Any receipt, release, acquittance or 
discharge given to the association by any such minor, 
shall be binding upon the minor to the same extent as if 
such minor were of full age. It shall also be lawful for 
any co-partnership, company or corporation created un- 
der the laws of this state, to hold stock in any building 
and loan association on the same terms as individuals. 

Visitation by State Examiner. 

Sec. 10. Any such association shall be subject to 
visitation and examination at all times by the state ex- 
aminer upon the application of three or more members 
thereof. If it shall appear to said examiner from the re- 
port of any such association, or from any examination 
made by him, that such association is violating any of 
the provisions of this act, or is conducting its business 
in an unsafe or unauthorized manner, he shall, by an 
order under his hand, addressed to the president of such 
association, direct the discontinuance of such illegal and 
unsafe practices, and whenever any such association 
shall neglect or refuse to comply with such order, or 
shall fail to make reports as required, the said examiner 
shall thereupon communicate such facts to the attorney 
general of the state, who shall thereupon institute such 
proceedings as the nature of the case may require. 
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Scope of this Act 



Sec. 11. The name "Building and Loan Associa- 
tion" as used in this act shall include all corporations, so- 
cieties, organizations and associations doing a savings 
and loan investment business on the building and loan 
plan, whether mutual or otherwise, and whether issuing 
certificates of stock that mature at a fixed time in ad- 
vance or not. 

By-Laws. 

Sec. 12. The by-laws of every building and loan 
association hereafter organized shall specify : 

1. The time and place for holding the annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders at which the board of trustees 
shall be elected, the manner of giving notice of such 
meetings and how special meetings of the stockholders 
may be called and the qualifications of voters at all such 
meetings. 

2. The time and place for holding the stated meet- 
ings of the trustees and how special meetings of the 
trustees may be called. 

3. The manner in which vacancies in the board of 
trustees may be filled. 

4. The officers of the board of trustees ; the duties 
of each officer, and the amount of his compensation if 
any, and when payable. 

5. The form of bonds which shall be given by the 
treasurer and secretary of such association, and the 
place where the same shall be deposited for safe keep- 
ing. 

6. The law relating to the membership of such asso- 
ciation, as hereinbefore set forth in section nine of this 
act, and the amount of the initiation or entrance fee, if 
any. 

7. The terms on which installment stock will be is- 
sued in the different series, and how the different series 
shall be designated. 

8. The terms, if any, upon which prepaid and paid 
up stock will be issued, and all necessary rules and reg- 
ulations in relation to the disposition and management 
of such stock and the income therefrom. 

9. The different forms of certificates of stock to be 
issued in such association. 

10. The manner in which certificates of stock may 
be transferred, and the fee to be charged therefor. 

11. The conditions upon which duplicate certifi- 
cates of stock may be issued in lieu of certificates sup- 
posed to be lost or destroyed, and the fee to be paid 
therefor. 

12. The amount of the periodical payments to be 
made on each share of stock a» n( l the time and place for 
making such payments. 
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13. The minimum premium and the rate of interest 
to be charged on all loans, and the time and place for 
the payment thereof, and all other terms and conditions 
on which loans may be obtained, and the kind and na- 
ture of the securities to be taken for such loans, and by 
whom all expenses incident thereto shall be paid. 

14. The amount of fines to be charged in case de- 
fault be made in the payment of dues, interest or pre- 
miums. 

, 15. The times and manner in which profits and 

loans shall be apportioned among the different series. 

16. The manner of awarding loans when there are 
no bidders. 

17. The terms and conditions, if any, upon which 
loans may be made to others than members of the asso- 
ciation. 

18. The terms and conditions upon which loans 
may be repaid to the association. 

19. The terms and conditions upon which stock- 
holders may withdraw from the association, and the fees 
to be charged therefor. 

20. The terms and conditions upon which holders 
of unpledged stock may be forced to withdraw from the 
association. 

21. The manner of enforcing liens upon unpledged 
stock to secure the payment of delinquent dues, fines 
and other charges against delinquent members, and how 
shares in default may be forfeited and disposed of. 

22. The manner of enforcing liens on stock pledged 
to the association as security for loans, in case default 
be made in the payment of dues and interest thereon. 

23. Provisions for banking and checking the funds 
of the association. 

24. Provisions concerning the recording and custo- 
dy of the securities belonging to the association. 

25. The manner in which amendments may be 
made to the by-laws. 

20. The prder of business at all meetings of the 
board of trustees and stock holders of the association. 

27. Such other rules and regulations as may be 
deemed necessary and expedient for the proper manage- 
ment of the business affairs of such association, pro- 
vided the same be not inconsistent with the certificate 
of incorporation of such association, the provisions of 
this act, or the laws of this state. 

Annual Report of Secretary. 

Sec. 13. The secretary of every such association 
shall submit to the stock holders at their annual meeting 
a report showing the condition of the association at the 
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close of business on the last day of the preceding fiscal 
year. Such report shall also specify : 

1. The amount of the authorized capital. 

2. The amount of capital subscribed. 

3. The amount of bills receivable. 

4. The par value of each share. 

5. The cash paid-up value of each share, in each 

series. 

6. The actual or book- value of each share, in each 

series. 

7. The number of shares withdrawn of each series, 
and the amount so withdrawn. 

8. The number of shares retired from each series, 
and the amount so retired. 

9. The total number of shares remaining in each 
series. 

10. A statement of all receipts and disbursements 
during the year, showing the amounts received for dues, 
interest, fines, premiums and from other sources; the 
amount loaned on real estate security ; the amount loaned 
on stock security; the amount paid to withdrawing mem- 
bers; the amount paid on account of shares retired; the 
amounts advanced for insurance, taxes, and other as- 
sessments on real estate mortgaged to the association ; 
and the amount of cash on hand. 

11. A statement of assets and liabilities showing 
the condition of the association at the close of business 
on the last day of such fiscal year, specifying the amount 
of bills receivable, the value of real estate and other 
property belonging to the association, the amount due 
from delinquents, the cash on hand, the total amount of 
dues paid to the association on shares in force in each 
series, the amount of overdrafts or bills payable, the 
amount of unearned premiums, and the amount of the 
net earnings in each series. 

12. A statement of such other matters as may be of 
interest to the members of the association, or concern- 
ing which they should be advised, and a summary of 
such report, duly verified by the affidavit of the secre- 
tary, shall be mailed by him to the state examiner with- 
in ten days after such annual meeting. 

Repealing and Saving" Clause. 

Sec. 14. Chapter twenty-nine of the session laws of 
Wyoming, for 1890, relating to Mutual Loan and Build- 
ing Associations, approved March 7, 1890, and all acts 
or parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed so far as the same relate to the 
formation, regulation and conduct of building and loan 
associations, provided \ however, that all rights acquired 
and any and all acts performed in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of any act so repealed, are hereby saved 
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from the effects of such repeal, and all building 
and loan associations doing business under said 
acts or any of them, may complete their term of 
existence under such acts, or may proceed under 
the provisions of this act, and shall be entitled to all the 

Erivileges, immunities, franchises and powers conferred 
y this act, upon accepting the same by a unanimous 
vote of its board of trustees at any regular meeting there- 
of, and filing with the secretary of state a certificate 
signed by its president and secretary, showing such ac- 
ceptance, and thereafter such association so accepting 
shall be deemed to have been duly incorporated at and 
from the date of its certificate of incorporation, and a 
certified copy of such certificate of acceptance, under the 
hand of the secretary of state, shall be deemed prima fa- 
cie evidence of such acceptance. 

Sec. 15. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage. 

This act became a law on March 7, A. D. 1897, with- 
out the approval of the governor, under the provisions 
of Section 8 of Article IV of the Constitution ot the State 
of Wyoming.

Unoccupied Public Lands within the

Your Memorialists, the Fourth Legislature of the State 
of Wyoming, would most respectfully represent: 

That all of the lands within the boundaries of the 
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State of Wyoming are what is known as "arid" lands; 
the reclamation and settlement of these lands must be 
accomplished under different conditions from those con- 
fronting the settler in the humid portions of this country ; 
that none of the lands now the property of the state can 
be sold for less than ten dollars per acre, which is the 
minimum price allowed by the terms of the Act of Ad- 
mission and the State Constitution, thus causing unfair rnfair com- 
competition with United States lands which are sold to v* uuon 
settlers under the provisions of the several acts of con- 
gress at prices ranging from fifty cents to two dollars 
and fifty cents per acre. 

Experience has demonstrated that tfie present land Federal land 
system is not suited to the conditions which prevail in *Ti*VTeo »a !-" 
this state, and as a result many obstacles are interposed t,ons 
to the development of the country. 

The reclamation of the agricultural lands imposes, Reclamation 
upon the settler and upon the state, labor and expense o! ,an<1s 
not incurred in the humid portions of the country; 
ditches must be constructed and the lands prepared for 
the application of water before there is any return to 
the farmer; in addition to this great labor and expense, 
it is necessary for the state to exercise a supervision 
over them in order that just distribution of water may 
be made to those entitled to it. 

Thus far the state has borne the entire expense of Expense to 
the investigation of its agricultural resources and the 8tate 
supervision of the public waters. 

The efficiency of this work has been greatly impair- 
ed by reason of the inability of the state to assist in any paired ency m 
way in the reclamation and settlement of the desirable 
lands or to restrict the diversion of water on the less de- 
sirable. 

The importance of the pastoral interests of this state PaHtora i in _ 
makes it desirable that provision be made for the utili-ter*M» 
zation of the grazing land in connection with the con- 
tiguous irrigable areas. These grazing lands comprise 
the greater part of territorial extent. 

None of the present land laws make adequate pro- 
vision for securing possession or management of these 
lands. In our judgment it is impossible for congress to 
pass a general law which will operate with equal justice Be*t cau-uia- 
and success on the arid belt as a whole. Conditions mine t 8y8tem er " 
differ in different sections of the United States, and the 
people of each section are best calculated to determine 
the system best suited to their needs. We believe that 
l>y giving to the state full control over all classes of 
land, the best results can be obtained. 

If the state controlled the lands, it would be possi- 
ble to connect water rights with land titles of all irriga- ater rglt8 
ble lands; that this is desirable is admitted by all famil- 
iar with the subject. 

The results already achieved are a sufficient guar- 
-11 
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antee of what can be accomplished under more favora- 
ble conditions. Even with the imperfect means at hand 
the value of lands have not only been enhanced, but its 
productive capacity has been correspondingly augment- 
ed. Such results are of interest and value to the whole 
nation, and in our opinion entitle the state to generous 
recognition. 

The water laws of this state have been highly rec- 
water laws ommended. The state constitution and statutes contain 
of state provisions requiring the inauguration of the most sys- 

tematic and complete supervision of its public waters yet 
undertaken by any commonwealth of tnis country. 

control of It is only, however, by uniting the control of both 
water and land water and land under one authority that our irrigation 
system can have the fullest measure of stability and 
success.

staite to tfte *y anc * sa ^ e * v be entrusted to the state, since the practi- 
cal knowledge is almost wholly confined to those en- 
gaged in the work. By endowing the state with means 
and placing upon it the responsibility for the develop- 
ment of our resources a great impulse will be given to 
the diffusion of intelligence on the subject and to local 
pride in the success of the undertaking.

All such causes shall be entered in the trial 
docket and be heard in the following order: 

First — Causes involving priorities of right to the use 
of water. 

Second — Criminal causes. 

Third — Causes originally begun in the supreme 
court. 

Fourth — All other causes. 

Rule 6. Civil proceedings on error maturing after .n meofhear . 
the making of the trial docket shall not stand for hear- ing causes 
ing at that term except by the "consent of the parties 
thereto. All other causes maturing after the making of 
the trial docket, may, in the discretion of the court, be 
ordered upon the trial docket at any time after the same 
have matured. A cause shall be considered "matured" 
when the briefs of both parties have been filed and 
served or when the time limited therefor has expired. 

Rule 7. Counsel for either or all of the parties, submission 
when wishing to submit a cause upon briefs, may avoid u P° n briefe 
the inconvenience of personal attendance at court by fil- 
ing a written direction with the clerk to so submit upon 
their behalf. 

Rule 8. In oral argument, counsel for the party rai ar*u- 
holding the affirmative shall be entitled to the opening ment 
and closing, and in the opening he shall present all points 
and authorities upon which he relies; counsel opposed 
shall then be heard and shall present all points and au- 
thorities upon which he relies, and counsel for the party 
holding the affirmative shall then conclude. Counsel 
upon each side may occupy not exceeding ninety min- 
utes in the argument, except where otherwise limited or 
extended before the argument is commenced. 

Rule 9. All motions submitted to the court shall 
be in writing, and notice thereof, except in case of peti- 
tions for rehearing, shall be served on the adverse party 
or his attorney of record, at least one day before the 
hearing of such motion. 

Rule 10. (Amended March 20, 1895.) The plaintiff 
in error shall, at the time of filing the record or transcript 
in this court, if the case be a civil cause, and at the time 
of obtaining a writ of error if the case be a criminal 
cause, deposit with the clerk of this court the sum often 
dollars to apply on costs ; and the fees charged for the 
services of the clerk in this court for criminal causes 
shall be the same as those prescribed by law in civil 
causes, where there is no statute to the contrary ; Pro- 
vided, however, that a poor convict in a criminal cause

Except as otherwise provided in rule Briefs re- 
nineteen, briefs shall be filed and served in all causes, Quired 
and all briefs shall be printed or typewritten. Each 
brief shall contain a statement of the points and author- 
ities relied upon, and shall refer specifically to the page 
and portion of the record where the question under dis- 
cussion arises. 

Rule 15. (Amended March 19, 1895.) Within sixty T[me for fil . 
days after filing his petition in error, the plaintiff in er- *ng briefs 
ror shall file with the clerk four copies of his brief, and 
shall also within that period serve upon or mail to the 
opposite party, or his attorney of record, one other copy 
of such brief, and within forty-five days after the expir- 
ation of said sixty days the defendant in error shall file 
with the clerk four copies of his brief, and shall also 
within that period serve upon or mail to the opposite 
party one other copy of such brief. 

Rule 16. In all causes, both criminal and civil, in service upon 
which the state is a party, or in which any of its prop- a *f orney 8ene_ 
erty is involved, counsel shall also serve a copy of their 
briefs upon the attorney general. 

Rule 17. (Amended March 19, 1895.) In all crim- Brfefsin crim- 
inal causes briefs shall be filed and served by the plain- in cauBe8 
tiff in error within thirty days after the return of the 
writ of error, and by the defendant in error within sixty 
days after the return of such writ.

Ill any application made to the court for 
pus, mandaw-a writ of habeas corpus, mandamus, quo warranto, or for 
ranto^etc war & nv prerogative writ to be issued in the exercise of its 
original jurisdiction, and for which an application might 
have been lawfully made to some other court in the first 
instance, the petition shall, in addition to the necessary 
matter requisite by the rules of law to support the appli- 
cation, also set forth the circumstances which, in the 
opinion of the applicant, render it necessary or proper 
that the writ should issue originally from this court and 
not from such other court, and the sufficiency or insuffi- 
ciency of such circumstances so set forth in that behalf 
will be determined by the court in awarding or refusing 
the application.

In each case reserved to this court for de- costs in re - 
cision by any district court or the judge thereof, the us- wrwd ca * e8 
ual docket fee required by law to be advanced in other 
cases shall be paid upon the filing of the papers in this 
court. Such docket fee shall be advanced by the party 
or parties designated by the district court or judge, but 
in the absence of any such designation, then by the 
plaintiff in such actiorf. If the clerk of the district court 
sends up the papers he shall first collect from the proper 
party or parties the docket fee and return the same with 
such papers to the clerk of this court. Costs in such re- 
served case accruing in this court shall be taxed and 
abide the suit as in other cases. 

Rule 35. Writs of prohibition shall be applied for 
upon petition, duly verified in manner required for the 
verification of petitions in other cases; such petition shall 
state, in concise form, the grounds upon which the ap- 
plication is made and shall be presented to the court, or 
to a justice thereof in vacation or recess. If the cause 
shown appears to the court, or justice, to be sufficient, a 
writ shall thereupon issue, which shall command the 
court, or judge thereof, and the party in whose favor the
